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Equipment Purchase 
Moves Junior High 
Closer To Opening

Working toward the day when the newly- 
renovated Doherty Junior High, West Ju- 
nior High and Andover High schools will be 
ready for students, the School Building and 
School Committees this week spent another 
$205,000 on equipment for the schools. 

During a joint meeting Tuesday night at 
Town Hall, the two committees approved 
bids for equipment to furnish the new high 
school auditorium and Memorial Auditori- 
um at Doherty, physical education and 
pom aE Cot Bihee turniture 24 

With that vote, the committees have com- 
mitted to $874,000 in bids, out of a $1,090,900 
equipment budget. 

The committees still need thousands 
more than they have budgeted to buy all the 
items they would like to see in the refur- 
bished secondary schools. 

Much of the equipment they had in mind 
has been put on ‘‘hold’’ while the commit- 
tees wait to see what their final budget 
is:more than $67,000 worth of high school 
auditorium equipment alone, along with 
almost $10,000 in other equipment for the 
three schools 

Building Committee Chairman Kenneth 
Gropper emphasized that by putting items 
on hold, the committees have ‘reduced the 
scope of the equipment, and not the qual 
ity 

Committee members hope at least some 
of the $13.72 million building project’s con- 
tingency fund of $100,000 will be available 
for buying equipment 

But that won’t be clear until next fall 
when construction is finished at Doherty. I 
the contingency money is needed to cove 
unexpected construction expenses, it is 
more likely to be needed at Doherty than 
the other two schools, committee menm:bers 
believe 

This week, the two committees unani- 
mously approved bids for a $41,250 sound

1. Mansell assured the committee that 
Doherty’s new heating system will be 
running by the time the heating season 
begins next fall.

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Andover-Germany Make An AFS Exchange 


Two American Field Service students will return to their 
‘“‘home”’ countries. Lisa Johnson of Andover will return from 
her year in Germany, while Marei Guempel will leave And- 
over to return to her native Germany. Both girls hope to see 
one another and compare notes before the summer departure 
date. 

Lisa and Marei were willing to share their year ‘“‘abroad’’ 
experience with TOWNSMAN readers and thus provide a 
personal viewpoint of what the AFS concept means to its 
participants.

Lisa has been living and studying in Germany. During her 
senior year in Phillips Academy, her family, the Bruce John- 
#son’s of 27 Summer St., were host parents to Arne Holm, an 
AFS student from Norway. Lisa will enter Dartmouth College 
in the fall. The following is a letter from Lisa to the AFS Club 
in Andover: 

‘Looking back over the past months I find it hard to believe 
that in a short while my AFS experience in Germany will be 
over. | live in a small. town of 6,000 people, Peine-Vohrum. It 
is a farming‘village in the northern part of Germany, not far 
from Hannover. My parents, the Menzs, have eight children 
ranging in age from 19 to 34, which makes me the youngest. 
My German parents, whom I call Mama and Papa, are simple 
And generous people who are most happy when the whole 
family is gathered together in the living room. With such a 
large family, I have to fight to get a seat sometimes. I share a 
room with two of my sisters and, aside from occasional 
quarreis, we get along well. Although my German and Ameri- 
can families have many differences, I feel as much a part of 
my German family as my own. 

I think the biggest problems were at the beginning of my 
stay, and they were mainly language related. I was fortunate 
enough to have had one year of intensive German at Phillips 
and could therefore answer and ask simple questions, but in 
depth conversations which I really liked were out of the 
question. The first two months consisted of small talk, and it 
was lonely not being able to really have a good conversation 
Time and a little effort took care of that, and only two months

after I arrived I was dreaming in German! 
At the end of August school started and I was lent an old 
bike to ride the five kilometers to school. Because of the level 


of my German, I was put in the seventh and eighth grade 


classes where I could understand and learn the German 
language. Even though I was happy to be moved to the 12th 


grade after Christmas, I had one of the best experiences in the 


seventh grade class. The students there had from the begin- 
ning been very helpful to me and in turn for their helping me 
with German, I helped them with English. The high point, 
however, came when our teacher chose my paper to read to 
the class. We had been asked to write a fairy tale, something 
that I had never before done, never mind in German. I was 
embarrassed to have him read it because of ail the mistakes. 

When he began to read there was absolute silence in the class 

and not a single person laughed or snickered at the mistakes. 

On the contrary, when my teacher was finished, they all 

clapped for five minutes. It was hard to describe how good I 

felt then and how accepted I was. Those kids knew of the 

effort I constantly had to make in speaking and writing 

German, and they really bent over backwards to help me. 

I’ve had a chance to participate in several big social events, 
the best of which was the ‘‘Weiberfastnacht,’’ an event exclu- 
sively of women from ages 18 to 80. The entry fee was about 
$10.00 and all entrants were required to wear costumes. Three 
hundred and fifty women gathered together in the town’s 
biggest hall and celebrated the whole night by dancing, drink- 

ing, eating, singing and telling jokes. When I left at 2 a.m. 

exhausted, the celebration was still going strong and did so 
until 6 a.m. ? 

There have been strenuous and frustrating moments along 
with touches of homesickness and boredom, but they are far 
outweighed and overshadowed by the good expereinces and 
fun I’ve had. I’m going to miss all the sauerkraut, sausages 
and cake’ that we regularly eat, and I’m going to miss hearing 
cows constantly mooing, but more than anything I’m going to 
miss my Mama and Papa and every single one of my eight 

brothers and sisters. I really do have a second family and a 

second home now, and I thank AFS for providing the opportu- 

nity for this unique experience 

Marei Guempel from Hannover, Germany, has been living 
with the Joseph Kent family, Alonesos Way, since August. She 
has a younger brother and older sister in Germany. The Kents 
have Eric, a junior at Andover High, Jonathan, a freshman at 
the University of Vermont, Kim, graduating from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, and Andrea, living in the Washington, D.C., 
area. The following are some of Marei’s thoughts on her year 
in Andover: 

I am so surprised at how fast the time has gone by and am 
pleased to have experienced so many new things these past 
ten months. 

My first few days in this country were spent at an AFS 
orientation at C.W. Post College in New York. I met young 
people from all over the world and have corresponded with 
some of these friends through the year. I look forward to 
seeing them again in July before we fly to our home countries. 

Andover High School is very different from my Hannover 
school because in Germany everyone goes to separate schools 
according to their ability and future plans. Some of the school 
days are much shorter in Germany and students are free to 
come and go when not in classes. The sports are not in school, 
but in separate clubs continuing all year 

[ really enjoyed my art classes at Andover High and being a 
member of the volleyball and ski teams. I have discovered 
why all Americans have one or two family cars because it is 
so necessary to get around. In Hannover, I can walk many

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Leaving The Kitchen 
With Some Regrets 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


This week Helen Webb will say goodbye 
to her kitchen, with some regret. 


It’s not really her kitchen, not the one in 
her Ballardvale Road home. It’s the kitchen 
at South School, which she has managed for 
the past 15 years, and where she worked as 
a helper for seven years before that. 


‘This school is just like my home,” she 
says, looking out her office door at the 
cafeteria. ‘‘This has been my kitchen for so 
long. I love it, and I love the kids. And in a 
iob like this,’’ she adds, ‘‘you’ve got to like 

ids.”’ 

After 22 years at the elementary school, 
Mrs. Webb is retiring to spend more time at 
home with her retired husband, Alfred, and 
her three-year-old grandson, and perhaps to 
travel a bit — this summer, to British 
Columbia 

Her love for the school, its children and 
its teachers, has kept the job fresh for her 
since the fall of 1960. ‘‘If I had an opportuni- 
ty to go to another school, I would have 
refused it,’’ the small, soft-spoken manager 
says firmly. ‘‘We’re like a big family here.”’ 

When she started working as a part-time 
helper, it never occurred to her that she’d 
still be around 22 years later, she says. Mrs. 
Webb credits her predecessor, Nellie Gray, 
with urging her to take on the manager’s 
job when Nellie was transferred to West 
Junior High. 

“T didn’t want to do it. I didn’t think I 
could do it, but Nellie said I could, so I did 
— and I’ve loved it ever since. Of course, 
there are good days and there are bad 
days.”’ 

What she has enjoyed most is the children 
— ‘that’s the reason why I’m here. They 
can come out with some of the funniest 
little things!”’ 

She remembers the little girl who looked 
at a macaroni dish that had baked to a 
brown color and, assuming it wasn't sup- 
posed to look that way, said, ‘‘That’s all 
right, Mrs. Webb. Everybody makes mis- 

akes 

And another little girl who noticed that 
the manager had forgotten to don her plas 
tic gloves before serving lunch. She assured 


her friends in the lunch line, ‘‘That’s okay 
Mrs. Webb has clean hands she goes to 
my church 

The children’s taste in food has not 
changed much through the years — pizza 
for instance, is the most popular lunch 
and always was, from the beginning of 
afeteria days’ but the menus have 


Food service director Richard Barron 
tries to please the children. What they 
like, he serves, and I think he’s done a very 
good job of it 

That means while hot lunches have not 
disappeared from the school menus, some 
of them have been replaced by submarine 
sandwiches, hotdogs and hamburgers. The 
favorite lunches (besides the all-star piz- 
za): meatball subs, spaghetti, cheesebur- 
gers, turkey, ehieken- 


The least-favored offering is probably 
scrambled hamburger and gravy served 
over rice or mashed potatoes. (The chil- 


dren, she says reluctantly, call it ‘dog 
food.’’) 


“They eat by their eyes,’ Mrs. Webb 
Says, trying to explain the sometimes inex- 
plicable tastes of young children. ‘‘If 
there’s too much on the plate, it turns them 
off. And if something doesn’t look just right 
to them, they won’t eat it. When we have 
hotdogs and beans, they’l! eat the hotdog — 
but they leave the beans.”’ 

Red Jello is preferred over green Jello, 
plain Jello over fruited Jello. Fruit is often 
ignored, but eake and cookies are usually 
okay. Unless, of course, Mrs. Webb has put 
peanut granules in the peanut butter coo- 
kies — the children won’t eat them that 
way. 

She is disappointed that as the price of 
school lunches has risen (most recently, 
from 55 cents last year to 65 cents this 
year), the number of children buying lunch- 
es has dropped. 

The price is still a bargain, the manager 
believes, for the nourishing meals served in 
the schools: ‘‘Where else can you get a 
really nice meal, like chicken, mashed po- 
tatoes, vegetables, fruit and cookies, for 65 
cents?”’ 

Many parents don’t realize that all the 
cooking and baking is done right in the 
school kitchen, the manager adds. ‘‘Parents 
don’t even know that we bake our own 
cookies. They’re shocked. 

Mrs. Webb and her staff bake cakes, 
cookies, corn bread, biscuits and desserts 
on the day they are served, or no more than 
a day ahead. 

Besides cooking, baking, and managing a 
staff of three, Mrs. Webb’s responsibilities 
include keeping her kitchen immaculate 
(‘We get very good reports from the Board 
of Health inspectors,”’ she says proudly) 
yrdering food and supplies, keeping invento- 
ry, and recording statistics on what is 
served 

Yesterday was the last day of school 
Tuesday, the last day Mrs. Webb served 
lunch. Last Thursday night, her friends at 
the South School surprised her with a retire- 
ment party at the Andover Country Club 
attended by friends and family. She was 
presented with several gifts, including lug 
gage and a clock 

And last Friday, she was surprised once 
again with a pancake breakfast at the 
school. The students presented her with a 
stack of hand-made crayoned cards, and the 
teachers gave her a silver watch. During 
the day, children ran in and out of the 

aleteria to say goodbye 

‘They want to know why I’m leaving,”’ 
she says softly. ‘‘They don’t understand.”’ 

Mrs. Webb is facing her retirement with 
‘mixed emotions. I’m going to miss the 
kids here in school, and my friends here,”’ 
she says, with a hint of tears shining in her 
eyes..'-L know I am.” .

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Coping With Peer 
Pressure To Be 
Subject Of Course 


By Shery! Brandt 


Cross-Age Teaching-Peer Pres- 
sure Groups will be the name of a 
new course offered to peer counsel- 
ors in Andover High School. The 
goals of the course are to explore 
peer pressure and develop effective 
ways of coping with it for sixth grad- 
ers in the Andover school system. 

The course will consist of four 
phases. The first phase will be a ten- 
week training period consisting of 
self-exploration on the issues of peer 
pressure; discussions on devel- 
opmental issues for pre-adoles- 
cents; learning of group facilitation 
skills; workshop design and format. 
Another component will be the poll- 
ing of sixth graders and teachers on 
peer pressure issues and incorporat- 
ing that information which is rele- 
vant into each school’s program. 

The second phase will be the pre- 
sentation to the fifth grade classes. 
Each month the participating peer 
counselors will go to a new school 
and present the program. At the 
beginning the month ‘‘The Connec- 
tion,’ the peer counseling theater 
group, will perform skits about peer 
pressure. Throughout the rest of the 
month small groups will go to the 
sixth grade classes and facilitate 
discussions and activities on coping 
with peer pressure. Films, role- 
plays, decision-making techniques 
and discussions will be utilized in 
these presentations. 

The third phase will be the evalua- 
tion of the program. Participating 
peer counselors will prepare an 
evaluation form which will be dis- 
tributed to sixth graders and teach- 
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The Legislature will appropriate over $2 billion for local aid this 
year - an increase of over $180 million from last year.

ers. From the evaluations the peer 
counselors will compile a list of pros 
and cons of the program which will 
be taken into consideration as the 
program further develops. The eval- 
uation will be reported to the princi- 
pals of each participating school and 
the Peer Counseling Advisory 
Board. 

The fourth and final phase will 
deal with peer pressure on a high 
school level. A proposed way of ac- 
complishing this would be to utilize 
the peer counselors’ facilitation 
skills in the existing and future pro- 
grams in the high school which deal 
with peer pressure, such as drinking 
and driving and drug and alcohol use 
and abuse. 

At the completion of this course, 
participating peer counselors will 
receive .25 academic credit, which 
will. be used to fulfill the required 
elective credits to graduate. The 
Cross-Age Teaching Peer Pressure 
Groups will be a full year course and 
will meet eighth period twice a 
week. This course will be taught by 
the peer counseling director of Out- 
reach Services in conjunction with 
Brenda O’Brien, health education 
coordinator in the Andover Public 
School System.

AN Ovin Dewan 
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Drainage Problems 
In Development Plan 


Plans for a small subdivision off Hemlock 
Road stirred up*more concern than the 
Planning Board had expected this week, for 
a familiar reason: drainage problems* 

The planners discussed preliminary plans 
for ‘‘Maple Tree Terrace’’ Tuesday night 
The proposed four-lot subdivision would be 
built on six acres located off Hemlock 
Road, in the Fish Brook watershed area, 
Community Development and Planning Di- 
rector Jonathan Gilmore explained. 

The development is proposed by William 
Strout, who owns the land; the plans have 
been drawn by Merrimack Engineering, 
Inc., of Andover. 

Although Tuesday night’s meeting was 
not a formal public hearing, and the plan- 
ners took no action on the proposal, about 25 
residents appeared before the board — ‘‘an 
unusual number for such a small devel- 
opment,’’ Gilmore noted 

The abutters’ chief concern is that build- 
ing new homes in the area will increase the 
flooding problems they already have, the 
director indicated. Discussion of potential 
drainage problems dominated the meeting 

Gilmore said one lot in the proposed sub- 
division is almost entirely covered by a 
pond that overflows during ‘‘high-water 
situations.’ 

The planners will require the developer to 
do more work on the drainage plans than is 
ordinarily required during the preliminary 
planning stage, he said, working closely 
with town officials to make sure the new 
development will not adversely effect 
drainage in the area 

Later in the meeting, the board approved 
preliminary plans for the ‘‘Golden Oaks”’ 
Subdivision off High Plain Road 

Developer George Chongris has proposed 
the subdivision. His plans, drawn by Nysten 
Engineering, call for putting 33 lots, includ- 


ing 27 clustered lots, on a 40-acre parcel. 
The development would also include about 
10 acres of permanent green space. 

The planners have some questions about 
the impact that subdivision might have on 
existing drainage as well, Gilmore said, but 
the problems appear ‘‘less substantial’ 
than those with Maple Tree Terrace. Dur- 
ing a public hearing on the proposal held 
June 8, the few abutters present offered no 
objections to the plans. 

The developer must work out solutions to 
the potential drainage problems with the 
Public Works department before the plan- 
ners approve definitive plans, the director 
indicated 

The board did not act on Chongris’ re- 
quest for a special permit to cluster the 27 
lots; they have a Sept. 6 deadline for that 
decision

‘Valuable Source 


Will Be Lost To 
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Of Knowledge’ 


Retirement

When Mary Athey Jennings took over for Philip Wormwood 
as Andover High School’s principal last fall, she had to her 
advantage one invaluable asset: secretary Catherine Connol- 
ly. 

‘‘T was glad for Mary that she had Catherine for a year,’’ the 
retired principal commented this week as he stood in the 
secretary's office. ‘‘Most of what's in these file cabinets is in 
Catherine's head. She’s a great source of information and 
knowledge.”’ 

Ms. Jennings won’t have that source of knowledge sitting 
just outside her door next year. Yesterday, after 20 years as 
the principal’s right-hand woman, Catherine Connolly fol- 
lowed her former boss into retirement. 

She was Wormwood’s secretary when he became AHS 
principal in the fall of 1962. She had gotten the job a few 
months earlier, after filling various positions at Town Hall for 
six months, beginning in January, 1962. 

Brown-haired and wearing horn-rfmmed glasses, Mrs. Con- 
nolly is unassuming — but she mans her desk with a decided 
air of authority. ‘‘This is my domain,”’ she says with a smile, 
surveying her small office. 

Born in Wakefield, she has lived most of her life in Ballard- 
vale. She graduated from Punchard High School (predecessor 
to Andover High) in 1932, at the nadir of the Great Depression, 
when Andover residents lined up at soup kitchens. 

“It was terrible,’’ Mrs. Connolly recalls. ‘‘But we were 
lucky — my father had a job on the railroad, making nine 
dollars a week. We ate from our garden, and my mother could 
sew. 

The industrious young woman finished an 18-month secre- 
tarial course at Burdett College in Boston in little-over six 
months (by ‘“working like the dickens’’), and got a job in the 
engineering department of the Lawrence Gas and Electric 
Company, at a time when working women were rare. 

“That was a very interesting job,’’ she says of the gas and 
electric company. ‘‘I loved it, working with all men. I love 

#men — I don’t make any bones about it.”’ 
She stayed there for several vears, until her future husband 


gave her an ultimatum: him, or her job. He offered her a 
week to think about it — and she took the week. 


‘‘My mother said I was crazy!’’ she remembers. ‘She sat 
me down to talk about it.’’ Mother prevailed, and Catherine 
settled down with Francis ‘‘Frank’’ Connolly, and raised their 
daughter Catherine. 

Now widowed, she returned to work after her husband died. 
‘‘T hadn’t worked for years,’’ she says. ‘‘My daughter was 15.

It was a challenge.” 

Through the years, both the student body and the faculty 
have grown, as has the high school itself — it was located in 
what is now West Junior High when Mrs. Connolly started 
working.

But her good working relationship with Wormwood is what 
kept her on the job for most of those 20 years, she supposes. 
‘‘We just seemed to hit it off, and worked fairly well together. 
I think that’s a lot.”’ 

Wormwood, who has dropped by to say hello, agrees. ‘‘It’s a 


very special relationship. We had a lot of respect for each- 


otner 

‘‘Any administrator’s number-one priority is to have the 
right person sitting in the secretary's seat, to handle a whole 
range of tasks that can be done well, or can be done badly. 
Catherine has been very essential to me. If I have been 
considered successful, I owe Catherine a lot of thanks on 
that.”’ 

‘‘We had our arguments, don’t worry,’’ she interjects. 

‘‘Ask anybody on the staff — they have a huge respect for 
Catherine,”’ he concludes. ‘She has done her job well.’ 

She’s leaving that job now to devote herself to redecorating 
her home and working in her garden, for the immediate 
future. She will also travel to Lawton, Oklahoma, this sum- 
mer to visit her daughter and her family — ‘I’ve got to see 
my two grandsons, Peter and David.”’ 

And, still industrious, she may even take a part-time job 
next fall, if the spirit moves her. ‘‘I won't let any grass grow 
under my feet,’’ Catherine Connolly says firmly. ‘‘I will keep 
on going.”’

The country is caught up in debate concerning the 
John Hinckley decision. The young man who shot and 
wounded President Reagan and three others over a 
year ago was acquitted by reason of insanity. 

There is considerable public outrage throughout the 
country with regard to the findings reached by a jury 
after 25 hours of deliberation, several weeks of hearing 
testimony and the expenditure of over a half-million 
dollars. 

There is talk now of aboliting the insanity defense 
and some further action by the congress toward that 
end, or at least limiting its use. 

How long will the furore last? 

How long will the interest in the concern for our 
judicial system remain at a peak with a demand for 
some reform? 

Probably for a while because of the nature of the 
case and the people involved, namely the President of 
the United States. Maybe that interest will be main- 
tained to the point of some judicial system overhaul 
which would ultimately lead to the assisting of local 
law enforcement officials in the pursuit of their duties. 

For, while the Hinckley case is fresh in people’s 
minds, so too, should an event which happened here in 
Andover two years ago and came to a tragic end this 
past week be borne in mind when thinking about how 
our judicial system works. 

Louise Trahan, a Tewksbury school teacher, travel- 
ing home to Haverhill on Route 93 was struck by a 
large rock flung from the High Plain Road overpass. 
After two years of suffering through several opera- 
tions and reconstructive surgery, Mrs. Trahan died 
last week.

The person who threw the rock has never been 
apprehended, although it is believed that investigative 
authorities have a good idea who may be responsible. 

But, because the person is a juvenile, he remains in 
protective parental custody, even though there is rec- 
ognition that the young person is in need of some 
treatment. 


Too, the police are unable to question others who 
may have some knowledge of what happened that 
particular day, because they are in the custody of 
juvenile detention authorities who are providing pro- 
tection under the guise of rehabilitating the youth for 
society and efforts to question further about such an 
incident would be a deterrent to the process. 


These are the the roadblocks faced by local authori- 
ties in their investigation of a case which stirred 
emotions throughout the state two years ago in a 
manner similar to the furor accompanying the Hinck- 
ley decision this week. 


What is disturbing is the brevity of the concern. 
Assuredly the concerns over the Hinckley decision will 
last a while because of the national impact. 

And, hopefully, there will be some sort of public 
desire to alter a system which protects people from 
investigation and possible prosecution when war- 
ranted, such as in the rock-throwing incident. 


America’s system of justice is indeed admirable. 
But, when people who have wronged society are free 
by virtue of provisions of that system, then some 
revisions are necessary to insure the rights of those 
who respect laws and life.

WASHINGTON -- Sooner 
or later, Israel will have to 
pull out of the Lebanese ter- 
ritory it has overrun in the 

t few weeks. World opin- 
ion will force the withdraw- 
al. 

The big questions then 
are: Who will the Israelis 
turn the captured territory 
over to? Who will be their 
choice for an occupation 
force to keep Palestinian 
troops from moving back 
and once more threatening 
northern Israel? 

Unfortunately, the likeli- 
est choice for this job seems 
to be a depraved Lebanese 
cutthroat, Major Saad 
Haddad. He and his right- 
wing Christian soldiers have 
been on Israel's payroll for 
years. 

To Israel’s shame, Haddad 
and his mercenary thugs 
have proven to be as danger- 
ous to the United Nations 
peacekeeping force as they 
have to the Palestine 
Liberation Organization 
guerrillas. In fact, Haddad’s 
bloody record puts him on 
the same moral level as the 
PLO terrorists. 

Consider this shocking 
report from a secret State 
Department document on 
the plight of the United 
Nations troops in Lebanon: 
“The forces presently 
deployed have been subject- 
ed to numerous attacks by 
Haddad’s forces since 1979 
including at least 30 inci- 
dents in which U.S. soldiers

were killed.” 

The secret report then 
cites a gruesome particular. 
“In one case, two Irish sol- 
diers were tortured and shot 
in the presence of an Ameri- 
can officer,” the document 
states. 

Our sources say the Amer- 
ican officer, an Army major, 
was acting as an observer. 
He ys gente blundered 
into the situation just as 
Haddad’s troops captured 
the two Irish soldiers from 
the U.N. peacekeeping force. 
The American was 
restrained by Haddad’s men 
while the two Irish soldiers 
were viciously tortured and 
shot. 

Haddad’s hostility toward 
the U.N. troops may stem 
from his feeling that the 
U.N. forces have failed to 
keep PLO guerrillas from 
roaming at will throughout 
southern Lebanon. Both 
Haddad and the Israelis are 
known to consider the U.N. 
force sympathetic to the 
Palestinian cause. 

But this is a far cry from 
justifying the brutal murder 
of Irish, Dutch, French and 
other U.N. soldiers. These 
young men are in Lebanon 
trying to keep peace in a 
conflict they have no person- 
al stake in. It’s a dirty job 
probably an impossible one. 
Just because they’re not 
doing it successfully is hard- 
ly a reason to murder them. 

Israel is not the only coun- 
try that should be ashamed 
of Major Haddad’s excesses. 
The United States didn't 


even lodge a protest over 
the senseless torture and 
murder of the two Irish 
soldiers, even though an 
American officer was an 
eyewitness. Instead, our 
government prefers to 
maintain the fiction that 
Israel has no control over 
the bloodthirsty Major 
Haddad. 

The Israeli invasion, 
meanwhile, caught the 
Reagan administration com- 
pletely by surprise. It also 
embarrassed the president 
while he was on a European 
trip that was supposed to 
show our allies he was in 
control of events. 

What particularly _irri- 
tates some of the adminis- 
tration’s advisers is this: 
Israel clearly violated the 
Arms Export Control Act by 
using American-supplied 
weapons in an aggressive 
attack. Some administration 
officials argue that Israel 
should be punished for this. 
The most severe punish- 
ment, of course, would be a 
halt in U.S. military aid to 
Israel. 

Other presidential advis- 
ers, we are told, are secretly 
pleased at the idea of a 
southern Lebanon free of the 
Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation. This would be a giant 
step forward for peace in 
the Middle East, some of the 
president’s aides feel. But 
for obvious political reasons, 
the administration can’t 
take this line publicly. 

WHAT'S NEXT?: Weather

Raised pavement markers installed last 
fall on 1-93 Andover have survived an unusu- 
a'ly tough New England winter of snow- 
plowing without the loss of a single marker, 
transportation officials report. 

Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works maintenance engineers said that all 
140 markers are in place and showing up 

- well. The units were placed on a one-mile 
stretch of the interstate on the lane lines at 
80-foot intervals. 

The markers installed here are part of 
the Massachusetts Department of Trans- 
portation’s ongoing program to improve 
highway safety. 

The markers have the reflettive portions 
housed in rugged iron castings with tapered 
sides, which allow snowplow blades to slide 
up and over the castings without damaging 
tie blades or the markers. __«

Millions Enjoy Dining Out Each Year 


The art of dining out is enjoyed by millions each year 
— says the report of a survey made by the National 
Restaurant Association, which states that one out of 
every three food dollars is spent for meals outside the 
home 


The NRA also reports that one out of every three 
persons in the United States enjoys dining out, be it for a 
snack, lunch or dinner 

Better than 50 percent of the families included in the 
survey said they had eaten out in the prior week 


Why dc people leave the home to dine? 

There are no doubt as many answers as there are 
people, but one major reason is that it is an enjoyable 
activity in which the entire family can participate. But, 
and this is the big factor, no member of the family has 
to wash the dishes or clean up the dining room 


People are naturally drawn to good food, excellently 
prepared and served with style. And it is to such restau- 
rants that the American family turns to for a change, 
whether it is once a week, once a month or just to 
celebrate a birthday, a promotion or an anniversary. 

Such restaurants are becoming more popular each 
year, according to an NRA survey. Currently, they rate 
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third in popularity, and all indications are that they will 
gain in the years to come 


Choosing restaurants is a personal thing, and there 
are many and varied reasons. But the most important 
factor is quality. 

The cost of a meal also enters into the habit of eating 
out, according to the NRA: survey 


The 45 to 54 age group eat out more frequently, and 
they spend the most money.

Worth Its Salt 


Restaurant goers are quick to appreciate the hand- 
somély-appointed table setting and the shining silver 
flanking the plate. 

Few ever stop to think that there was a time when 
such table appointments were reserved only for the 
wealthy. 

In Tudor England, salt cellars were distinguished 
family possessions, used only by the very wealthy who 
could afford the prestigious container for the expen- 
sive seasoning. 

The salt cellar was always placed within the easy 
reach of the dining master of the house, and social 
rank was designated by seating around the table inre- 
lation to the salt cellar. 

This gave rise to the old time expression, ‘worth 
your salt.’ 

The spoon is the oldest eating utensil, dating back to 
the shells first used by primitive man. Later, handles 
were attached to the shells, and even later, wood and 
ivory tusks were carved into spoons. 

Bronze was the first metal used on the table, fol- 
lowed by gold and then silver. 


Knives followed a similar evolution, the first made 
from stone and flint, followed by bronze and the other 
metals. 


Both indoors and out, the Kingston 1686 House on 
Majn Street, Kingston, N.H., is a handsome mirror of 
history. 

It was built in 1686 as residence for the first minister 
in the town. 


The owners, Nikki and Peter Speliotis, are so proud 
of its roots in*colonial times that they have researched 
the deeds to corroborate its authenticity. 

Such a large, elaborate house was rather uncommon 
in this part of early New England. 


Its architecture and history first attracted Nikki and 
Peter. They appreciated the charm of the old fire- 
place, the beehive oven in the kitchen, the elegant 
architecture of the house and converted barn. 


When they took it over five years ago, both Nikki and 
Peter wanted to keep its decor as close to early 
American and colonial as possible. 

Nikki added her own touches to underscore the 17th 
cnetury atmosphere of the restaurant. 


For years she had been doing crewel embroidery as 
a hobby. When they took over the Kingston House, she 
created all of the handsome crewel wall hangings and 
accessories that attract much attention from patrons 
and do so much to breathe life into the historic rooms 
and create a live-in feelings. 


Since this is their first venture into the restaurant 
business, Nikki and Peter spent a long time deciding 
on their menu.

On A Diet? 


Your favorite restaurant with its luxurious decor, a 
solicitous maitre d’, a chef famous for pound-produc- 
ing sauces and congenial dinner companions need not 
crumble the determination of the mosi dedicated di- 
eter, according to Elaine Robin, director of a weight 
watching group in eastern Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island.

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Restaurant Industry Has Colorful History 


The history of public eating service is 
probably as ancient as the Old Testament, 
which frequently refers to inns. 

‘Restaurant’ has its origin in the Latin 
root word, ‘restaurare,’ which means, ‘to 
restore.’ In the 16th century, this Latin root 
word was applied to a spicy broth and 
called a ‘restorative beverage.’ 

Later it was applied to other ‘restorative’ 
foods, especially gravy, soups, bouillions 
and similar preparations. 

The honor for creating the first ‘business- 
men’s lunch’ apparently belongs to Segius 
Locates, A Roman innkeeper in 50 B.C. He 
devised the feature for ship brokers who 
were too busy to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the ‘medi- 
eval’ history of the restaurant industry be- 
gan during the French Revolution in 1789, 
when hiding aristocrats were fed‘in secret 
by their servants. These rendezvous be- 
came known to other aristocrats, who were 
willing to pay a small charge for well- 
cooked meals. 


In ancient times, there were places for 
public eating roughly similar to our restau- 
rants. Before the dawn of civilization, when 
people began making their homes in one 
place and occasionally traveling away from 
home — as distinguished from nomads, who 
had no real homes — they needed a place to 
eat and sleep enroute. Thus, early restau- 
rants were usually in conjunction with 
sleeping accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and monasteriesof Europe 
served this function up to the 17th century. 
In Chaucer’s Canterbury,pilgrims used to

gather prior to their journeys to the shrine 
of St.Thomas A. Beckert to dine and revel. 
They also held innersthere after they re- 
turned, at which time the best teller of 
stories during the pilgrimmage was re- 
warded with a free meal and feted. This 
was the idea of the inn host, Barry Baileu, 
who went along on the trip to judge the best 
tales. 

In England, commoners had patronized 
eating places called ‘ordinary’ as far back 
as 1577. These were taverns which served 


only at specified meal times— usually be- 
tween one and four o’clock. 


A noted ordinary frequented by literary 
figures in the 17th century was the Castle 
Ordinary. It burned down in 1666 and was 
rebuilt as Dolly’s Chop House. The latter 
gained reknown when ‘Dolly’ introduced 
pretty serving aides instead of waiters. 


Dolly’s Chop Housewas famed for choice 
of beefsteaks and ales. Fielding, Defoe, 
Swift, Dryden, Pope, Gainsborough and 
Handel were steady customers of this Chop 
House. 


When coffee was introduced to Europe, 
the restaurant function was taken over by 
coffee houses which were popular in En- 
gland from the 17th century on. In France, 
the ‘Cafe’ (coffee) arose. The first English 
coffee house was in St. Michaels Alley, 
Cornhill, owned by a Greek named Pasqua 
Rosee, who was the first to teach the meth- 
od of roasting coffee and to introduce it in 
England. 

The first public eatingplace to be desig- 


nated as a restaurant was opened in Paris. 
It was called LeChamp d’Oiseau, and its 
proprietor was a gentleman called Boulang- 
er. Over the doorway was a Latin inscrip- 


tion: Venite and me omnesque stomacho 
laboratis et ego restaurabo vos — ‘‘Come to 
me al whose stomachs cry out in anguish, 
and I shall restore you.”’ 


Silverware Traced To England 


For centuries, England was a world lead- 
er in manufacturing silver. 

The British aristocracy encouraged the 
design and production of magnificent gold 
and silver tableware, flatware, lighting de- 
vices and objects of vertu. 

Laws strictly contolled silversmiths and 
governed silver content with elaborate 
methods of identification under the direc- 
tion of the Goldsmiths Company. 

During the colonial period of our history, 
the austere life here and the demands of 
establishing homes in the wilderness dis- 
couraged the development of the American 
silversmith. For this reason, silver of our 
colonial period is extremely rare and valu- 
able. 

Not subject to the laws of the English 
Guild, American silver was generally in- 
dentified by the maker’s name alone. 

Much of the work of colonial silversmiths 
was devoted to supplying church silver. 
They closely followed traditional British 
design, except in New York, where the 
Dutch incluence was felt. 

By 1830, the industrial revolution affected 
silversmiths, as well as other craftsmen.

At this time, the words, COIN, PURE 
COIN or WARRENTED, were used to indi- 
cate that the metal used was .900 pure —the 
same quality as coin from the U.S. mint. 

As our country grew, American smiths 
became more dominant in the field of pro- 
ducing fine silver articles. In the 1850’s, our 
silver manufacturers began classifying sil- 
ver with the indentifiation, STERLING, 
signifying it as .925 part silver and .075 
other metals. ' 

Thus most silver marked, COIN, PURE 
COIN or WARRENTED, was manufac- 
tured between 1830 and 1850. Although it 
varies slightly in silver content, generally it 
contains about .900 parts silver. It also 
frequentlytly appears lighter in weight and 
more fragile than STERLING. 

The years before 1830 were the golden 
years of hand craftsmanship. The name of 
the maker, if identified on your silver, may 
greatly affect its value. 

Before hastening to seil your COIN silver, 
it might be well to seek the advice of a 
qualified dealer in antique silver. In some 
cases, antique and artistic value will far 
exceed the value of silver content alone.

Dining Out Can Be Cheaper Than Eating 


‘Dining out can be significantly cheaper 
than preparing and eating the same meal at 
home,”’’ says Professor Lee Kreul of Purdue 
University’s School of Consumer and Fami- 
ly Sciences. “In fact, it can be as much as 
92 per cent cheaper in some cases.” 

Kreul’s statement is based on a recently 
completed study evaluating the cost dy- 
namics of home vs. restaurant dining com- 
missioned by the Time Out Institute. 


One role most women continue to domi- 
nate is that of meal planner-preparer with 
total food budgeting and expenditure re- 
sponsibilities. ““We wanted to know if mak- 
ing a meal from scratch was still the most 
economical and practical means of feeding 
her family,’’ commented Kreul. ‘“‘So many 
aspects of women’s lives and family struc- 
ture have changed, we felt certain tradi- 


tional meal economics may well have 
changed also.”

Kreul’s assumption proved correct. His 
study compared eight different dining situa- 
tions for both sandwich and fried chicken 
meal prepared at home and purchased by 
four different sized families. Every at- 
tempt was made to duplicate the restaurant 
meal in the home as closely as possible. 

The study confirmed the smaller the fam- 
ily unit, the greater the savings realized by 
opting for the restaurant meal. In fact, a 
single person could save as mush as 92 
percent by eating a chicken dinner out ver- 
sus preparing a similar meal at home. 


As families continue to decrease in size 
and change in structure, the option to dine 
out is even more an economic value, Kreul 
stresses. The Bureau of Census reports 
family unit size decreased from. 3.14 per- 
sons in 1970 to 2.78 in 1979...a figure ex- 
pected to drop to 2:5 by 1980. 

‘Our study clearly shows that a restau-

rant’s ability to inexpensively produce a 
meal at a lower unit cost is due to the large 
volume of meals served daily. As family 
sizes decease, the restaurant economy of 
scale naturally makes it far more ecpensive 
for the home chef to produce a low unit cost 
meal, Kreul summarizes. 

Kreul’s study disproved the common as- 
sumption ‘‘made from scratch meals” are 
always less expensive. Findings also sharp- 
ly contradicta recent USDA study which 
compared raw food costs of a hamburger 
meal at home with the same meal’s menu 
price in a fastfood restaurant. The USDA 
concluded the homemade mea! to be a clear 
cost savings. 


“The USDA study isn’t realistic,’ char- 
gesKreul. ‘‘It is a narrow view to compare 
just the food price and totally disregardoth- 
er costs incurred in home food preparation 
— preparer’s time, service, clean-up, kitch-

Studies generally, and wrongly, overlook 
the cost of a homemaker’s meal planning, 
preparation and service time. Other house- 
hold costs, such as gas and electricity or 
range maintenance, related to each meal, 
have also increased. Kreul points out, ‘A 
woman ’srising opportunity cost of time, or 
the value she places on her uncommitted 
time, has given rise to an age of conve- 
nience foods and more frequent meals out.”’ 

More than 50 percent of all adult females 
now work, according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor statistics. ‘‘Double incomes 
and hectic lifestyles have all been instru- 
mental in reducing her willingness to cook 
and have increased the practicality of din- 
ing out,’’ Kreul notes.

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Too Much Service Can Be Irritating 


As hard as it may be to believe, there 
can be such a thing as too much service in 
a restaurant or, more precisely, mis- 
guided service that becomes intrusive. 


Good service, in the traditional idiom, 
should be virtually invisible, with cap- 
tains, waiters and busboys at the ready but 
otherwise out of the diner’s consciousness 
if not oat of sight. 

This is not to say that a dining-room 
c.aff is made up of nonentities or automa- 
tons. In the best European restaurants 
there is always an exchange of recognition 
and greeting between guest and captain or 
waiter and waitress, some eye-to-eye ex- 
change of mutual respect, acknowledging 
that all are in it together. The best waiters 
and waitresses develop a sixth sense that 
enables them to anticipate a customer’s 
needs and to fulfill them deftly and unobs- 
trusively. 

In New York’s more expensive and to- 
nier restaurants, however, there seems to 
be an increasing sense that it is the cus- 
tomer who must adjust to the schedule and 
convenience of the staff, not the other way 
around. If the captain is ready to describe 
the day’s specials or take the order, the 
customer had better be ready, never mind 
the conversation that was under way. 
Without so much as an ‘“‘excuse me.” 
many captains and waiters push their way 
into conversations, certain that their busi- 
ness is far more urgent than yours. If they 
do not interrupt outright, they hover like 
angels of doom, laying a heavy trip of guilt 
and a sense of urgency on paying guests. 
Nor do they display great patience with

guests who must deliberate more than a 
few minutes about what they want to eat. 
Waiters, after all, have things to do, so the 
game must be played at their pace. 

That feeling is transmitted when one 
guest eats more slowly than others, so that 
the timing of later courses becomes a bit 
tricky. It is not unusual to be made aware 
of an exasperated waiter standing in the 
wings or, worse yet, for him to remove 
empty plates in an attempt to rush guests 
who have not finished. 

In a misguided effort to impart a sense 
of service (or perhaps because they are 
Aquarians), some waiters become inces- 
sant water pourers, reaching across tables 
with pitchers every time a sip is taken. 
Others think good service is a matter of 
clean ashtrays and replace them whenev- 
er an ash is flicked. Still others, apparent- 
ly unable to stand seeing a roll with a 
piece out of it, repeatedly replace half- 
eaten ones with whole ones — a practice 
as distracting as wasteful. As the meal 
progresses and an arm darts in and out of 
view, it feels as if one is being waited on 
by an overzealous octopus, albeit with 
cloth-covered tentacles. 

Most annoying, no matter how well-in- 
tended, is the apparent notion that guests 
are too inform or incompetent to season 
their food with pepper or mustard, to 
know how_much cheese to spoon out of a 
bowl, or to pour oil and vinegar. It would 
seem far better to put those seasonings on 
the table so guests can ‘‘add to taste,” as 
the writers of recipes are fond of saying. 
No waiter has ever added exactly the right

amount of any seasoning or sauce for my 
taste, and I invariably wish he would sim- 
ply put the mill, jar or sauceboat on the 
table and go away. 

It is of course helpful and often nec- 
essary to have a captain perform the ma- 
jor tableside services — flambeing crepes, 
boning fish, tossing fettuccine with cream 
and cheese — but seasoning, it would 
seem, is best left to the eater. If that 
means more service ware, so be it. 

Though the display of a beautifully pre- 
pared dish before it is served is tradition- 
al, members of a well-trained dining-room 
staff should be able to sense when the 
action will break the tone of a conversa- 
tion. People who are interested in food 
will usually pause to look; those more 


involved with other matters should be 
allowed to pass. 

The delivery of a check before it is 
requested can never be interpreted as a 
sign of promptness and therefore of good 
service and is understandable only in an 
inexpensive restaurant where turnover is 
essential. Anyone who buys a meal in a 
restaurant is also engaged in a real-estate 
transaction, renting a section of the prem- 
ises, as it were, for the time it takes to 
eat. If the price of the food is low, the 
space must be turned over several times 
so that the restauranteur realizes the ap- 
propriate income per square foot, but if 
the meal runs more than $25 a person, 
diners should be allowed to stay as along 
as they like. 


Most Water Not For Drinking 


At least 80 percent of the drinking 
water produced by most American 
communities is not used for drinking 
at all. Instead, it’s used in industry 
and irrigation, washing cars and 
cleaning floors. In a recent report, the 
experts at the American Chemical 
Society, a leading scientific organiza- 
tion, pointed out that highly treated 
wastewater could be an alternative 


supply for these needs, doing away 
with a lot of water wasting. This can- 
not, however, be put into effect very 
easily under our existing control 
system. 

As the competition for water 
becomes more intense in many parts 
of the country, regionalization and 
centralization of water management 
offer inherent advantages.

Tipping Is A Touchy Question — Here’s Why... 


You've just finished a superb meal in a 
leading Parisian restaurnat. As the obse- 
quious waiter hovers at your right elbow 
and the wine steward smiles encouraging- 
ly on the left, you wonder nervously how 
much of a tip they expect — how much, in 
other words, to enable a dignified retreat 
from the premises. 

The question of tips is a touchy one. On 
the one hand, too small a tip may create a 
scene at the worst. At the least there is the 
spectre of an indignant servant in your 


wake. 

Then, there is the nightmare when you 
tip someone what you thought was a de- 
cent, but not overgenerous amount for 
some trifling service to have the fellow 
immediately bow down to kiss the shoes, 
or do some equally effusive thing. You 
know you did something wrong as the 
recipient stammers his heartfelt thanks — 
but how much?Then we have a real prob- 
lem. If the service is inadequate and you 


don't want to tip — don’t. 


Or leave a token tip. Sgme folks have 
little signs they leave in restaurants and 
hotel rooms thanking the recipient for 
services rendered, and adding “‘sorry, but 
tipping is against my principles.”’ 


There are pros and cons on this one, and 
a rule of thumb could be based on what 
kind of wages the servant receives. If the 
person works only for tips — and some do, 
then give a tip. If service is excellent, be 
generous. Where a living wage is paid 


anyway, think in terms of how good the 
service was, and tip accordingly. Tips are 
a way of life in most of the world, and th 
well-greased palm is the one on which the 
system turns. Some balance between no 
tips and too liberal a tip is desired. 


Coming to the rescue on tipping is a new 
TWA pamphlet called ‘‘Tipping.’’ Cover- 
ing customs on tipping in countries the 
airline serves, the pamphlet is the result 
of a survey taken among TWA employees

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Male Diners Eat Faster, Tip Higher 


Male diners are better tippers, eat 
breakfast and lunch faster, and have more 
fun eating out than do women 

B. Brody Seating Company, Chicago, 
manufacturer of contract dining furniture, 
undertook this survey to obtain a better 
idea of trends in the restaurant industry 
and to garner facts which might be rele- 
vant to the design of dining furniture. 

The survey was conducted among 200 
members selected at random from the 
National Restaurant Association mem- 
bership, with proportional representation 
from all 48 continental states. 

Some statistics on respondents 

1. Seventy-four percent characterize 
themselves as family service, medium- 
check: 17% say they're white-cloth, high- 
check types: and 9% say they're fast food 
and carry-out places 

2. The sample says 17% of their reve- 
nues come from breakfast, 30% from lun- 
cheon, and 53% from dinner 

3. The average restaurant in the sample 
redecorates (paints or washes) every 2.5 
years, while it completely remodels and 
refurnishes every 5.7 years 

4. The sample says 54% of customers 
prefer to sit in side chairs (not arms), 30% 
like arm chairs, 6% like swivel chairs, and 
10% prefer booths

1. Dining out involved companionship, 
even at breakfast.

Pies are the 
preferred luncheon dessert for those men 
who do order. and they re also the leading 
favorite with women. At dinner, pies lead 
with men, but women prefer ice cream.

The word ‘tips’ is said to have origi- 
nated from the first letters of the phrase 
“to Insure prompt service.”’ Since most 
tipping is done after the service has been 
performed, it would appear toreward rath- 
er than to insure good service 


But why should tipping be a prerequisite 
for being served promptly and courteous- 
ly? Frankly. I do not think that it is. 
Rather. I believe that the custom must 
have originated as a sort of status symbol 
on the part of the served to demonstrate 
their ability to pay for speciai treatment. 

For many years, waitresses, waiters, 
bellboys and other service employees in 
many large hotels, restaurants and clubs 
not only worked for their tips, alone but 
actually paid for the privilege of working 
With the advent of the minimum wage 
laws. this custom was abolished. Howev- 
er, the minimum rates established by

these laws for service employees general- 
ly are lower than for non-service employ- 
ess, thus taking into account the tips 
received by the former 

At least one thing which may be said in 
favor of tipping is that it probably has 
helped more young people to attain a col- 
lege or business school education through 
summer employment as waitresses and 
bellboys than by any other form of posi- 
tion. For example, it is not unusual for a 
waitress during an eight to ten-week sea- 
son to earn from eight hundred to a thou- 
sand dollars toward her education. and the 
applications for this type of summer work 
always far outnumber the available posi- 
tions

Fashion Shapes Food Tastes 


Fashion shapes our tastes in food almost 
as surely as it does in dress, and in much 
the same way. In both, interesting enough, 
France has been the leader, and the con- 
cept of a formalized, conscious attempt at 
originality and ultimate artistry has dis- 
tinguished the haute cuisine as it has the 
haute couture. 


With food, as with clothing, the extrem- 
es set the direction of fashion, and even if 
those extremes are not adopted complete- 
ly at the popular level, they change the 
way we See or taste. Although the average 
woman at first may balk at the idea of a 
drastically raised hemline and vow not to 
shorten anything, if the style takes hold 
with fashion arbiters, longer skirts and 
dresses begin to look dowdy. 


The eye adjusts to what is seen on the 
street, and suddenly the woman who 
would not shorten skirts to midthigh will 
feel that at least she should trim off a few 
inches. It was also obvious that coun- 
terculture ragbag clothing worn by flower 
children created a demand for newly man- 
ufactured clothing that looked tattered 
and faded. 


The fashion principle works the same 
way with food, albeit more slowly, be- 
cause people are more conservative about 
eating than about dressing. But eventually

begins to alter popular tastes in food 
Although many found the minuscule por- 
tions, the undercooked vegetables and 
exotic combinations of ingredients of the 
nouvelle cuisine bizzare, by now that 
“new” French cooking has made huge 
platefuls of food, mushy vegetables and 
dark, heavy sauces pasty with flour seem 
as out-of-date as a hoop skirt. 


And again with food, counterculture ex- 
tremists set the tone even before the 
French translated it into a merchandisa- 
ble product. Health food buffs, vegetari- 
ans and advocates of macrobiotic diets 
were way ahead of French chefs in serving 
Chinese and Japanese vegetables that 
were barely cooked, little meat and a 
combination of European and Oriental 
ingredients, seasonings and cooking tech- 
niques in devising a new cuisine. 


As it is reported to be losing its fashion 
leadership in the world, so France may be 
falling back as a gastronomic trend-setter. 
Store buyers report that the French label 
on a can or package no longer automat- 
ically assures success, and among fashion- 
able eaters, as among fashionable 
dressers, the influences of Italy and the 
United States are becoming more impor- 
tant, more in tune with the contemporary 
spirit. Many of the most serious eaters 
have been heard to say that Far Eastern 
cuisines offer richer esthetic rewards than 
the French.
